Several of the 
prisoners, ac-

a powder factory at Kenvil, N. J., 
yesterday and purchased 50 sticks 
of dynamite, 100 fulminating caps 
and 100 feet of fuse. Detectives 
were watching at the factory as a 
result of a clew given in the ex- 
plosion last month,

ITALIANS INFLICT HEAVY LOSS ON AUSTRIANS 
1,820 SHIPS HA VE BEEN SUNK

EW YORK, Nov. 3.—One 
thousand eight hundred 


and twenty merchant ships with 
an aggregate gross tonnage of 
approximately 3,328,584 
have 


been sunk by belligerent nations 
during 27 months of war ending 
November 1, according to figures 
compiled from cable dispatches. 


and mail advices and published 
here today by the Journal of Com- 
merce. The losses during Octo- 
ber were larger than for any one 
of the preceding five months ac- 
cording to the statistics, amonnnt- 
ing to 127 vessels of a total of 
227,116 tons gross. The October 
rate of destruction Was consid- 


erably in excess of the monthly 
average throughout the war per- 
iod and British 
shipping sus- 


tained losses near'equal tOjthose 
of August and September com- 
bined. Norway lost the larger 
number of ships, 56, according to 
the statistics, but their gross ton- 
nage was only 57,333 as compared 


with Great Britain's total loss of 
115,546 gross tonnage of 38 ves- 
sels destroyed.. A table showing 
the total shipping losses since the 
war began estimates those of the 
entente allies at about 75 per cent 
and those of the neutrals at near- 
ly 18 per 
cent with Teutonic 


losses less than T per cent.

one of two methods: 


First, he may make an "X" 


in the circle beneath the em- 
blem of the 
party 
whose 


ticket is headed by his choice 
for president and vice presi- 
dent. Neglecting to so mark 
his ballot with one "X" in 
the circle beneath the emblem, 
the voter, in order to vote for 
his candidate for

During the year of war we sold them meats and dairy products to the value of $243,098,000, a gain of 75 pel- 
cent. 


During the year cf peace we sold to Europe sugar to the value of $4,341,000. Daring the year of war 


we sold to Europe sugar to the value of $36,816,000, a gain of 748 per cent. 


Why should not the fanner of this country be prosperous when he is feeding the greatest armies that

"RESOLVED, THAT THE AMERICAN FEDERATION OF LABOR,

AND HOURS OF LABOR SHOULD BE UNDERTAKEN THROUGH 


TRADEUNIONACTIVITYANDNOT BY LEGISLATION, EXCEPT IN 


SOFARASTHEEMPLOYMENTOFWOMENANDCHILDREN,HEALTH 


AND MORALS, AND THE EMPLOYES OF THE NATIONAL, STATE 


AND MUNICIPAL GOVERNMENTS ARE CONCERNED." 


This resolution was approved again in November, 1915. 


All those familiar with the history of the American trade union movement 


and of its principles at once appreciated that the Adamson law was antagonistic 
to the record and the fundamental bases of organized labor in this country. A 
few years ago there was a wave of agitation over the United States for the estab- 
lishment of the minimum wage. Nothing is heard of that now, and the reason- 
or the principal reason-is that organized labor was cold toward it, and after full 
discussion and consideration, became hostile toward it, except as it might apply 
to unorganized women or to minors. The position of organized labor was-and 
is-thatitisafundamentalprinciplethal workers own their "labor power", and 
that they alone, acting individually or collectively, have the sole right to set the 
price and bargain for the same. Nobody has stood out for this "fundamental 
principle" more strenuously than Mr. Gompers ha^'n the past; and intelligent and 
'consistent trade unionists are raising their eyebrows and enquiring why that 
gentleman has "flopped," Since he lopped" Gompers has received an office 
from President Wilson.
